Mr. Wanamaker’s physicians. hed re- 
garded his condition. as improved up to 
midnight’ Monday.: His heart action, 
which had caused them grave concern 
for several weeks, had become better, 
but. they feared a recurrence of. the 
patoxysms of coughing which had _un- 
dermined: his strength -and almost, re- 
sulted fatally last Wednesday. cad 
phy sicians ‘believed -that the most 
rious danger. had~been elimirated, Se 
the strengthening of his heart setae 
“was-the chief concern. 

At 4;45 o'clock this morning the cough- 
ing spasms were renewed. They con 
tinued for an hour and the heart action 
weakened: The family was summoned 
soon .after the. coughing began.'

Dr... Harvey Shoenfaker; a long time 

friend of Mr. Wanamaker, who has been 
lfving in the Wanamaker home for 
several weeks in order to be close to his 
patient, promptly summoned Dr. Alftréd 
Stengel and Dr. William E. Quicksall, 
the associate physicians. -They resorted 
tothe. use of oxygen, but Mr. Wana- 
maker’s heart failed to-respond. 
.Mr. Wanamaker was conscious at-in- 
tervals. and smiled at his daughters, the 
circle of his family and ‘his physicians. 
He spoke feebly to Dr. Shoemaker, 
showing that he was aware of the efforts 
which the medical men were making to 
prolong his life. If he felt*that he was 
about to die he gave no indication of it 
so far as those about the. bedside could 
observe. “ Suddenly he closed his eyes, 
smiling, and the heart’ action ceased,

The ‘Tiger \. had sheathed 
his«claws for the night, and there was 
not a. suggestion. of the fire-cating 
leader of men who had so often hurled 
bitter words in the face of his enemies, 
and ‘whose. disposition to scratch had 
been occasionally apparent in his former 
speeches. 


Leaves It to Us to Judge. 


“You have beer? good toward our wid- 
ows, toward our ‘children, 
fatherless orphans, 
thank you,'’ he said.

: Powell declared. that Mohr - took’: him 
in the latter's auto, to the Brunen home 
at Riverside:;. Mohr promised to divide 
with him °$8,800-which “Brihén had in 
a bank, ‘Powell. said: He! iaddéd that 
four months. before Mohr.-had ‘promised 
him, $1,000 for ‘the killirig.- He téid. of 
receiving $600 in small amounts before 
and after the slaying, in*paymént -of 
the murder. 

He ‘declared that Mrs. Doris Brunen, 
widow of ."* Honest » John,” was rot 
present at any time when Mohr’ urged 
hirn té shoot’Brunén, -Hé said, however, 
that on one oceasion, abciit five weeks 
before the murder, “when Mrs: ‘Brunen 
catied on him in. Camden arid requested 
him to -send -a telegram asking Mohr 
to feturn immediately ‘from Chicago, 
she‘said: ‘‘I hope someébddy comes to 
my ‘house tonight and shoots. my ‘hus- 
band while he is sitting at the window.” 

Powell, who is 31 years old, undersized 
anm@ seemingly with a‘ keen memory for 
dates. and occurrences, insisted he did 
the killing. more out of sympathy for 
Mrs. Brunen tha@n.to get the promised 
reward. He admitted he lied in his first 
confession to County Detective Ellis 
Parker wher ‘he failed to include Mrs. 
Brunen.in the murder plot. ‘‘I kept: 
her ‘out of-it,” he said; -‘‘ because she
